In thé Piney Creek re- 
gion Mr. Speranza -investigated allega- 
tions to the effect that a number of Iital- 
ian laborers who had been sent to work 
on @ railroad near Brickley had been sub- 
jected to cruel treatment, 
asserts that he had corroborative evidence 
to support the charges, * 

These laborers said that they left work 
end went to Brickley and that they were 
tied to a mule to be dragged to’ work. 
Speranza says the Jaborers’ hands were 
tied in a grand jury room and that this 
was done under the direction of a Mr.

St. Louis, May 16.—Unable to bear the

tion into the boodling was instituted, 
former State Senator Frederick L. Busch 


today and made a complete confession of 
his connnection with the deals extending 
over a period of eight years. Busch’s dec- 
larations involve several men of promi- 
nence and he names those who have been 
conspicuous at the capital as distrib- 
utors of boodle. 

later Busch was taken before the 
grand jury, where he remained an hour. 
When he emerged from the jury room 
tears were streaming down his cheeks. 
With his face buried in his -handker- 
chief, he hurried down the steps to the 
Eleventh street exit of the’ building. 

Busch prefaced his remarks by saying 
that all sorts of money was used at the 
time to influence legislation. 

““Money,”’ he said, “was offered on pret- 
ty nearly every item of importance.” 

“The steam and. street -railway inter- 
ests were always very active and their 
representatives paid us.”’ 

Busch named several senators who 
profited handsomely from legislation at 
the 1899 session and included one or two 
who aré members of the present assem- 
bly. : 

He broke down twice while confessing 
to Mr. Folk and weeping bitterly, said: 

“T am telling these things only to ease 
my mind.’’ 

Going back to the thirty-eighth as- 
sembly, when the bill to create a school 
book combination was one of the principal 
issues before the legislature, Busch said 
that the school book trust put up a big 
fund. 

“I got $1,000,"" he said, “‘and others got 
just as much, and some maybe more. 

“On one occasion,” he said, “there wag 
a resolution presented to have all bills 
held in committee. I got $250 for holding 
up the resolution. 

“Killing bills by smothering them in 
committee was very common,” he said. 

Because of the statute’ of limitations, 
which prevents prosecution three years 
after the crime is committed, one of the 
men against whom Busch is testifying 
cannot be indicted.

Tallahassee, Fla., May 15.—(Special.)— 
A few minutes after the house of rep- 
resentatives met for the afternoon s@s- 
sion today a strong reminder of the boodle 
business which has attached itself so in- 
separate with recent Missouri legislation, 
was presented by the introduction by 
Representative Strozier, of Marion, of a 
house resolution, which was adopted, cail- 
ing for the. appointment of a joint com-, 
mittee of five to investigate the charge 
that Jefferson B. Browne, chairman of 
the Florida railroad commission and pros- 


pective candidate for governor of Florida 


next year, had‘ accepted a fee of $1,000 
to lobby through the legislature a bill 
appropriating $10,000 to purchase for the 
state from Monroe county an armory site 
and building in Key West. 

The bill in question has passed both 
houses and become a law. Mr. Browne, 
in a quiet way, was very active In its 
support while it was pending. When the 
bill passed, Senator Hunt Harris, of Mon- 
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roe county, received a telegram from his | 


uncle, Dr. Vining Harris, superintendent 
of schools for Monroe county, advising 
him of the contract between the county 
commissioners and Jeff Browne, to pay 
the latter 10 per cent of any amount lie 
could get out of the legislature. This 
seems to have been the first intimation 
Senator Harris and Representative Rob- 
erts, also of Monroe, had received. that 
Mr. Browne's activity was prompted by 
a money consideration. |

Browne had a perfect right in his personal 
and professional capacity as lawyer to 
render this service; that it had no con- 
nection with his official position or duties, 
and that it was a matter with which tie 
house had no proper concern. 

In reply, Strozier defended his resolu- 
tion with vehemence. .He called attention 
to the scandalized feeling with which the 
report of Mr. Browne’s conduct had been 
received on all sides. He claimed that if 
Browne is innocent of the current charges 
he is @ntitled to vindication by a come 
mittee. 

St. Ciair Abrahams moved to lay the 
motion on the table, but this was lost by 
a vote of I1 to 41, and the resdlution was 
adopted without further opposition. It 
is learned that the administrative depart- 
ment has taken the matter up with the 
county commissioners of Monroe and Is 
investigating and conferring as to what 
steps, if any, should be taken. 


Rottine Work of Legislature. 

There was a lengthy debate in the sen- 
ate today upon the house bill by St. Clair 
Abrams providing for the assessment of 
railroad property by the rallroad commis- 
Sion. instead of by the comptroller, attor- 
ney general and state treasurer, as now 
provided, and to prescribe the method of 
making such assessment. 

A substitute was offereg by Senator 
Butler, placing the assessments in the 
hands of thé comptroller and ratiroad 
commissioners together. This was lost, 
16 to 14, after which the bill was indefi- 
nitely postponed.

Mr. Biount’s bill authorizing pilots to 
incorporate themselves and their prop- 
erty and prescribing rights, powers and 
abilities of such pilots and corporations 
Was advanced to third reading. Likewise 
Mr. Blount’s bill permitting the trial of 
titles to land in replevin, trover and 
trespass sults.

“whether the irresponsible ‘bodies of nfén 
are to be permitted to condutt thé “bu- 
ness of the employer, and ‘in ‘80 “@ding 
make it impossible for -him': te‘ exécute 
his contracts and discharge .the oblige - 
tions and responsibilities which he...ak- 
sumes and to which the courts. and, the 
law of the land bind him.”

Walking delegates were denounced and 
the district attorney called upon to pros- 
ecute the blackmailers which ‘this per- 
nicious system has fostered.’’

KILLED HORSE 


Riddle, Backed for a 
Killing,.Succumbed to 
Dope.

New York, May 15.—The race horse, Dr. 
Riddie, is dead from an excessive dose 
of drugs and the stable connections of 
the horse in question are under .suspcn- 
sion pending final action by the stewards 
of the Jockey Club. Dr. Riddle raced in 
the name of J. Gardner and was a starter 
in the second event of today’s programme 
at Morris Park, a selling affair, at 7 fur- 
longs over the Withers mile, in which 
fourteen horses ran. The horse was rid- 
den by the lightweight jockey, Salling, 
and was said to be backed for a killing. 
He attracted attention in the paddock 
by his furious actions and.he required 
two men to handle him when he was sad- 
died and seemed then to be almost uncon- 
trollable. 

As a result of an examination of the 
horse by a veterinary surgeon the stew- 
ards issued the following ruling: 

-“The stewards of the meeting order 
that the entries of J. Gardner and the 
horse Dr. Riddle be refused and the 
licenses of Trainer William Howell be 
suspended and the case referred to the 
stewards of the Jockey Club.”

ONDON, May 6.—(Special.)—This 

is the story of the Stars and Bars,

As stated above, the time was last night 
and the place a cafe just off Leicester 
square, at ome time the most cosmopoli- 
tan and Bohemian place in all London, 
a favorite refuge of foreigners and tour- 
ists and rendezvous of thespians: from 
ali the play houses of the theatrical 
world just ri agen 

It was late «in the .eyening, as was 
evidenced by cy: arrival of guests whose 
faces were familiar from photographs in 
all of the London shops and whese names 
were to be. found high up..in the pro- 
grammes of theaters from the. Savoy to 
the Oxford music hail. .The «musicians, 
too, in the Hungarian orchestra ‘were 
“beering up,’ a privilege not permitted 
until after the intermission. 

There’ was’ the usual tuning up tor- 
ture that prefaces every musical .siege. 
and then wonderful “Rhapsodie” stilled 
the rattling of steins and glasses to ‘al- 
most the quiet of silence, and it was just 
possible to hear the waiters hurriedly 
tiptoeing after Grdere—for this particu- 
lar nunyber is something of a divine .in- 
stitution at this cafe. There came the 
regulation nightly demand for an encore 
and with the encore the first strains of 
the Austrian hymn—‘‘Heimmeh,”’ I .-be- 
lieve it is called—and for the rest of the 
evening the set programme was done 
away with. ae 

With the very first notes some dozen 
Or more Austrians rose, and with their 
“Munchen” filled steins, sang with that 
peculiar expression of lonesomeness that 
tells of a home that is far away. Others 
who Knew the air joined in, and the 
end found us all on our feet pledging 
Austria,. Austrians and all things Aus- 
trian. It was great, and by special re- 
quest the ‘‘Kaiserland”’’ followed. There 
were many Germans in the cafe, and the 
voices all spoke ‘of a musical training 
found only in the Sangerbund country. 
Again we were all on our feet with 
“Hoch der kaiser’ for ‘the toast. 

Several cards were sent to the leader 
of the orchestra, who turned around, 
emiled graciously and in another moment 
the ‘“‘Marsellaise,”” that marvelous bat- 
tle song of France, was being sung as 
only the French can sing it. The Italian 
national hymn followed and then “God 
Save the King” and afterward, with the 
second ‘verse some patriotic traveler pull- 
ed out Old Glory and to the same music 
there were many of us who sang “Amer- 
ica’’ the wey best and loudest avd 
ble. 

Sitting at our table was Charlie Sweet 
—you all know him; of coufse—who was 
doing an eight weeks’ engagement with 
his ‘“‘musical burglar’ act at the Empire.

‘Dixie,’’* remarked the south Georgia 
sheriff. ‘‘No, I don’t,” said Mr. Sweet,

I wish I could in some way show you 
the face of my friend from ‘south ‘Géor- 
gia as he turned and leoked at the sing- 
er... You could .almost see»-the great 
shoulders narrowing. to .the gray. jacket 
that fitted a boyish figure and hear the 
tramp of soldiers hurrying away to the 
defense of the southland.. Slowly he 
arose from the table and reaching into 
his breast pocket he drew forth a small 
silken banner that proved to be. the 
Stars and Bars of the old confederacy.

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General Miles’ Letter on Cruel- 
lies in Philippines, 


Conditions There Do Not Warrant 
Cruelty—Cases Where Officers 
Ordered Men To Fire on 
Natives and the Men 
Did Not Obey. 


® New York, May 15.—The Army and 
Navy Journal will print tomorrow a let- 
ter from General Nelson A. Miles, in 
which the writer says that he went to the 
Philippine islands, not as a tourist, but in 
an official character. and that the in- 


structions addressed to him as lieutenant 
general “commanding the army’’ came 
from the highest authority, viz., the 
president, in which he was directed to 
give especial attention to the instruc- 
tion, discipline and supplies of the army. 

In referring to his official report on the 
Philippines, General Miles says that ‘“‘no 
one can have a more sacred regard for the 
honor of the army than myself.’’ 

Coming to the subject of cruelties in the 
Philippines, General Miles’ letter reads 
as folHows: 

“It is idle to assume that campaigning in 
the Philippines has conditions that war- 
rant resort to medieval cruelty and a de- 
parture from the honorable method of 
conducting warfare, and that such de- 
partures'as have existed should be over- 
looked and condoned. 

“It is most gratifying that the sewious 
cffenses have not been committed by the 
Soldiers unless they were under the 
direction of certain officers who were re- 
sponsibie. Soldiers have withheld fire 
when ordered to shoot prisoners, protest- 
ed against acts of crucity and written tr 
relatives at home urging them to take 
action to put a stop to these crimes. It 
will ever. be one of thé glories of tho 
army that such deeds committed by 
whatever authority ere abhorrent to the 
American soldier. The officers who are 
responsible for using cruelty to the Mac- 
cabbees do not, by any means, consti- 
tute the American army, and there must 
be a very unmistakable line drawn be- 
tween the great body of honorable and 
faithful officers and brave soldiers whose 
records have been commendable and thos¢ 
of whatever station whose acts have re- 
ceived, and should receive, the earnest 
condemnation of all honorable men.’’ 


MORE MEN CALLED 
OUT AT DENVER 


Total Number of Strikers 
_ Now Exceeds Four 
Thousand, 


Denver, May 15.—The joint executive 
committee of organized labor, owing to 
the refusal of the citizens’ committee 
to agree to arbitration between employ- 
er and employees directly interested in 
questions at issue, called out 1,000 addi- 
tional union men during the forenoon to- 
day, increasing the total number of 
strikers in this city to more then 4,000. 
The total number of union members in 
the city, exclusive of the railway or- 
ganizations, is 17,123, and it is the inten- 
tion of the labor committee to keep on 
tying up one branch of business after 
another so far as lies in its power until 
the employers agree to some method of 
arbitration that is satisfactory to the 
unions. The regular police force has been 
doubled. 

At 10 o’clock today counsel for the 
transfer and van owners of the city ap- 
plied in the federal court for an in- 
junction against the Transfers’ National 
Union of America, Transfer Drivers’ lo- 
cal and Van Drivers and Helpers’ local, 
and all members belonging to these or- 
ganizations. 

Judge Hallett refused to grant the in- 
junction without a hearing. The attor- 
neys for the defendants stated that they 
had not had time to examine the bill of 
complaint and. asked for further time. 
They promised in the meantime to do 
nothing in conflict with the terms of the 
injunction asked for. The judge then 
granted a continuance to next Wednes- 
day.

“Your committee are of the opinion that 
by a proper effort the cooperation of the 
majority of the mills in the southern 
States .can be secured, and believe that 
an appeal should also be sent out to 
banks as well as commisgion houses to 
throw their influence in the game direc- 
tion. 

“If favorable action is taken by the 
convention your committee recommend 
that the American consul at Manchester 
be cabled to communicate this action to 
the Liverpool and Manchester exchanges,” 
R. 8S. Reinhardt, chairman; J. J. Hooker, 
Leonard Paulson, J. P. Leake and L. C, 
Turner.

Hearing of Mississippi Lumber Rate 
Demurrer Completed. 
Jackson, Miss., May  15.—(Special.)— 
After one of the most spirited legal bat- 
tles in the history of the state Judge 
Niles, of the federal court, tonighi toox 
under advisement the demurrer to the 
temporary injunction bill secured by the 
lumbermen of Mississippi restraining the 
railroads from inforcing the increase of 
2 cents per hundred in the rates on yellow 

pine shipments.

Marcellus Green represented the lumber- 
men, who contend that the rate increase 
is violative of the interstate commerce 
law.

THREE BURNED

Boarding House at Waynes- 
ville, N. C. Proves Death 
Trap. 


Asheville, N. C., May 18.—In a fire of 
mysterious origin, which broke out last 
night in a large house at Waynesville, 
N. C., owned by State Attorney General 
Gilmer and occupied by C. J. Galbeath. 
who runs a boarding house, F. W. Payne, 
a telegraph operator, formerly connected 
with the Postal company at Richmond, 
and a negro woman and her d2ughter, 
servants of the house, were burned to 
death.

time ask Governor Nash to wire Governor 
Frazier, of Tennessee, requesting that 
Mrs. McCormick be held until the neces- 
gary papers could be secured and for- 
warded to this city. 

There were no new developments today 
other than the beginning of the fight of 
the police and the attorneys for the cus- 
tody and liberty of the woman.

London, May 15.—Premier Balfour, ac- 
companied by the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, Mr. Ritchie, today received @ 
large and influential deputation of union- 
ist members of the house of commons, 
headed by Mr. Chaselin, former president 
of the board of agriculture;

Mr. Balfour made a long argument in 
reply to the representatives of the dep- 
utation, but did not give the slightest 
intimation of conceding the demands.

It was never intended 
to be a protective measure. Protection, he 
said, could not be introduced silently 
as if by accident, and without a broad 
public indorsement of such a change in 
the national policy. 

The premier contended that immediate- 
ly it became clear that the grain di- 
vided the two political parties of this 
country it also became clear that the 
tax could not be a permanent part of 
the fiscal system. He did not intend to 
say that.the present system was neces- 
sarily permanent. New conditions have 
arisen since the old free trade policy 
was adopted’ and he could imagine cir- 
cumstances’ under which Great Britain 
by way of retaliation would no longer 
consent to be made ‘a passive target for 


_other countries living under different con- 


ditions. He believed in. universal free 
trade, but at present every country ex- 
cept Great Britain was protected. Great 
Britain had gained greatly thereby in 
many ways. 


Mr. Balfour concluded with saying he} 


would welcome the closer commercial un- 
ion .of the motherland and the colonies. 
The movement, he said, would be ex- 
tremely difficult to carry out and must 
come from the heart, conscience and in- 
tellect of the great masses of the peo- 


ple.

Former State, School Com-| 
missioner Was IIl Sev- 
eral Weeks, 


Captain 8. D. Bradwell, for four years 
state school commissioner and for nearly 
five years president of the’ State Normal 
chool at Athens, died yesterday at 

harpes, Fla., about 165 miles south of 
Jacksonville on the east coast. 

The news was received at the capitol 
yesterday in a personal telegram to As- 
sistant Commissioner White, of the 
school department, from Captain Brad- 
well’s son. The telegram stated that 
Captain Bradwell died at §:40 o'clock yes- 
terday morning, but said nothing about 
the funeral arrangements. Captain 
Bradwell has been in Florida some time 
at his orange grove and had been quite 
ill for several weeks preceding his death. 

Captain Bradwell was born in Liberty 
county January 6, 1840, on his father’s 
farm near the town of Hinesville. His 
father before him had been devoted to 
school work and Captain Bradwell 
naturally took it up when he attained his 
education. Captain Bradwell attended the 
Oglethorpe university at Milledgevilie, 
where he had as classmates Dr. Samuel 
Knox Talmadge, uncle of the late famous 
minister, and Sidney Lanier, the south’s 
beloved poet. Captain Bradwell taught 
school first in Tatnal! and then in Liberty 
county and in 1861 organized the Liberty 
Volunteers, of which he was elected cap- 
tain. He served in the war until July 22, 
1864, when he was incapacitated by 
wounds. After his recovery and.the close 
of the war he returned to school, teach- 
ing at his old home in Liberty county, 
where he was also the founder of The 
Hinesville Gazette. Here he labored both 
as a teacher and as editor of a weekly 
newspaper for twenty. years. Twenty-six 
children were named after him by those 
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who had been his pupils. He was noted 
as a successful. teacher and was always 
beloved by. his scholars. Though he never 
practiced law,,hhe was admitted to the 
bar in Liberty. county in 1867. In 1893 he 
traveled 10,000 miles in Georgia and made 
100 addresses om. educationai questions. 
Captain BradweH was a member of thé 
state senate from thé second district in 
1888-§9. He married January 2; 1368, 
Miss Elizabeth Clifton, daughter of Colo- 
nel William Clifton, his wife having been 
his pupil when she was 14 and he 19 
years old, Captain Bradwell served as 
state school commissioner for four years 
under Governor Northen, after which he 
was president for about five years of the 
State Normal schoo] at Athens, a post- 
tion fromwhich- he retired only about a 
year ago. He is survived by one son, J. 
D. Bradwell, who is practicing law in At- 
lenta, and two daughters, Miss Pauiine 
Bradwell and Mrs. R. J: Guinn. 


DEATH OF H. P. FAIN. 


Well-Known Citizen Dies at Hemp- 
hill Station of appendicitis. 
Funeral Tomorrow. 

H. P. Fain, a merchant and farmer 
and well known citizen, died yesterday 
afternoon at his home in Hemphill of 
appendicitis.

‘The deceased is survived by his wife 
and four children. He is a brother of 
Jailer J. J. Fain, at the Tower.

“raise” on the consideration stipulated 
in the present treaty or to force the 
French Panama Canal Company to 
disgorge a liberal portion of the $40,- 
600,000 which it is, under the terms of 
the canal act, to receive for its phys- 
ical property and more or less nebu- 
lous concessions. The game of graft 
is understood in other parts of the 
world as well as in Missouri. 

Three Pacific Cables. 
James J. Hill, president of the 
Northern Securities Company, de- 
clares that there will be no cessation 
of his progressive programme as re- 
gards northwestern and trans-Pacific 
transportation development because 
of the adverse decision of the federal 
court. The case is to be carried to 
the United States supreme court and, 
in the meantime, Hill’s vast plans, in- 
volving many millions of capital, will 
be pushed to consummation, 
The public is familiar with the steps 
already taken by the Northern Pacific 
magnate to establish Asiatic connec- 
tions with his trans-contjnental rail- 
way. He has established one of the 
greatest ocean steamship lines in the 
world in furtherance of his great com- 
mercial projects, ships for which have 
peen and are being built. One of 
these, the Minnesota, recently launch- 
ed from an eastern shipyard, is said 
to be the largest modern merchant- 
man and liner ever constructed. There 
is to be a whole fleet of this maguift- 
cent type of vessel. 
Now it is announced that Mr. Hill, 
in conjunction with some large Rus- 
sian capitalists, is to lay a third Ca | 
ble across the Pacific. When the Mac- 
kay cable was formally inaugurated 
at San Francisco, a few months since, 
it was not dreamed that it would have 
an American competitor 
The Hill cable, whichwill be operated 
in connection with the Northern Pa- 
cific railroad, is to have its American 
terminus at Seettle. It will trail along 
the Alaskan coast, connecting all im- 
portant ports of that territory, and 
will then traverse the North Pacific 
ocean to °Viadivostock, the Siberian 
terminus of the Russian railway. The 
articles of incorporation of the new 
cable company, which is capitalized at 
$5,000,000, have been filed at Seattle. 


Voncouver, the Canadian terminus of 
the new British cable to Australia. 
The San Francisco cable is expected 
to be completed to Manila in July. It 
is claimed that the Hilb cable will be 
of the utmost importance in the devel- 
opment of our Chinese and Japanese 
commercial interests, and will, doubt- 
less, tend to draw Russia and the 
United States closer together,

Change of Name for the Church. 

Edifor Constitution: Lest some of your 
readers should feel inclined to accept 
the action of the clerical and lay dele- 
gates in Savannah, refusing to copsider 
a change of name for fhat branch of 
the church catholic, now called “*Protes- 
tant. Episcopal,” as final, kindly permit 
a few words of explanation. 

I will not attémpt to add one word 
to the able address of the bishop of the 
diocese, in which he exposes the need 
for change, but it appears that he ‘has 
not been sustained, biit rather violently 
over-ridden, This is probably due to @ 
variety of  causes.. There is the little 
compact body of those called Bvangeli- 
cal, who oppose all movement looking 
to a restoration of ancient usages, and 
wko dre a unit in opposition to all that 
to many of us seems a need. But even 
these are not all fully satisfied with thc 
present tite, ‘Qut they fear change, 
and so with the ald. of that body of 
conservatives who.tactitly held that “‘the 
better is enemy to the good,” they con- 
stitute a majority which prevents ac- 
tion or any improved condition. 

We are very patient and hopeful, | 
knowing that our view .must. prevail 
and we love harmony, peace, and unity 
more than strife. ,Each diocese will 
vote on the proposition to change name 
and final action will be taken by 2il te 
dioceses assembled in October of the 
coming year. But the campaign has 
been educative and there will be many 
who for the first time realize the lack 
of harmony between our present mis- 
nomer, and the expressed belief in the 
formulated creed of the church.

He. was lodged in jail for the night by 
Deputy Warden Sewall,. of the -Indiana 
state penitentiary at Michigan City, 
where he is being taken to serve out a 
four-year sentence for robbing the home 
of the mayor of Terre Haute. He escaped 
seven years ago and has been in the 
fastern penitentiary since then. After es- 
caping he went to Philadelphia and the 
police tried to arrest him in a saloon for 
complicity in a murder committed during 
a robbery. He shot the policeman and 
escaped. 

He then went to Washington and the 
authorities there want him for twenty- 
seven crimés, including murder.

J. A. Couch, the dog catcher of Atlanta, 
is not cruel to. the animals that are im- 
-pounded by him,..declares Dr. .H. G. 
Carnes, who is.oné,of the humane police 
of the city. Dt.’ Carnes’ has visited the 
old dumping grounds where the dogs are 
kept and has seen nothing to oomprets 
of. 

Pr. Carnes says: 

“T visited g. A. Couch’s canine cemetery 
and found twovpens, one for common pups 
and the other for high class dogs. There 
is plenty of water in both pens.. The dogs 
are fed with horse flesh, which is govud 
treatment for orphan and homeless dogs. 
The dogs are kept under the death watch 
for forty-eight hours and then executed 
in the most humane manner possible. 

“The only appeal for Hfe and liberty 
that can be made must go to City Clerk 
W. J. Campbell and must be accompanied 
by $1.25 for a dog tag. 

“Some improvement could be made in 
the method of catching the dogs on the 
streets. The most mereiful way I can 
suggest is to make a cage on the order of 
a square bird cage; with a slide door and 
a handle on the top. When a dog is 
caught he could be put in the cage and 
carried to the wagon instead of being 
dragged there with a wire or rope. 

“The dog ordinance is a wise measure. 
It relieves the city of many chances for 
hydrophobia and takes away numbers of 
stray dogs that are good for nothing on 
earth. 

“T would suggest that persons who wit- 
ness cruelty to dogs report the matter 
either to Carnes & Carnes or to Chief of 
Police Ball.”’

Macon, Ga., May 16.~The cage of the 
Georgia Saw Mill Association was re- 
sumed this morning before Judge Speer 
in the United States court. Counsel for 
complainants submitted evidence in re- ‘ 
buttal of statements mate by defendant 
railroads, 

Complainants claimed that allowances 
were meade shippers for the equipment 
of cars handling other commodities that 
were not conceded to saw mill men. In 
reply to the contention of the rafiroad 
traffic officials that the handling of 
empty flats used for transportation of 
lumber reduced the profit in hauling 
lumber, it was claimed that the rail- 
roads used rude cars on the return to 
carry stone, steel rails, meat, machinery 
and structural steel destined for southern 
It was contended that statements 
by traffic officials were misleading, as no 
lumber shipments originated and based 
estimate of lumber traffic profit on their 
pro rata of a short haul. Complainants 
denied that the Georgia Saw Mill Asso- 
ciation was organized to fix and control 
prices of yellow pine lumber, or that 
it did control prices of lumber. 

Argument was begun by counsel for 
complainants. 

The Question of jurisdiction raised by 
the defense in a demurrer to the com- 
plaint was discussed. Complainants con- 
tended that the duty imposed on eom- 
mon carriers under the provision of the 
common law had been incorporated into 
the interstate commerce act in order to 
confer jurisdiction on federal courts to 
determine issues where there was no ad- 
equate relief. It was contended that the 
purpose of the Georgia Saw Mill Associa- 
tion was not a dissolution of the South- 
eastern Freight Association, but to have 
it restrained from acting as the medium 
of the several railroads composing it to 
do unlawful acts. Counsel for the de- 
fendant roads, in opening for the defense, 
contended that the railroads entering 
Georgia lumber territory competed act- 
ively with each other. 

It was complained that defendant roads 
could not impose arbitrary rates, as they 
were hedged in by commercial considera- 
tion. It was said the railroads had vol- 
untarily reduced the rate on lumber at a 
time when business was.in.a depressed 
condition.

Notwithstanding the fact that the turf 
track used was very.slow on account of 
the protracted rain, in several heats of 
the dashes and hurdles brilliant time was 
made, and in one heat of the 120-yard 
hurdles the southern intercollegiate rec- 
ord of 164-5 was equaled. 

If the trial heats are an index to the 
final events of today the strenuous fight 
will be between the University of Geor- 
gia and Vanderbilt university. 

In the trial heats of the 100-yard dash 
Vanderbilt showed great strength by 
qualifying three men, taking first place 
in two of the heats and second place ina 
third. R. D. Smart, G. G. Hamilton and 
W. BH. Nollen were the Vanderbilt men 
to qualify, Smart &nd Hamilton coming 
first in ‘their respective heats in 1063-5. 
Julien Baxter, of Georgia, made the 
fastest time in the 100-yard dash, cover- 
ing the distanee in 102-5. J. W. Moore 
and C. K. Davis, both of the Georgia 
Tech, also qualified for this event. 

Fast Time in Hurdles. 

In the 120-yard hurdles Dearing, of 
Georgia, showed up in brilliant form in 
the preliminary, making the distance and 
Clearing every hurdle in 164-5, which is 
the Southern Intercollegiate Athletic As- 
sociation’'s record. Vanderbilt again 
showed up strong in the hurdles, Ander- 
son coming first in 173-5 in the second 
heat and Hamilton first in 172-5 in the 
third. J. C. Wylie, of the Clemson, quali- 
fied in this event, as did J. F. Cox and Ed 
A. Palmer, of the University of Texas. 
Cox and Wylie withdrew, however, and 
Palmer will be the fourth entry for this 
event in the final today. 

In the 220-yard dash the time made by 
all the runners was miserably slow owing 
to the fact that an error of 162-3 yards 
was made in the measurement, making 
the dash one of 236 2-3. In the first heat 
Black, of Vanderbilt, qualified with first 
place in @54-5; J. W. Wylie, of Clemson, 
came second. J. F. Baxter, of Georgia, 
qualified in the second heat, winning first 
in 263-5; W. E. Nollen, of Vanderbilt, 
came second. R. D. Smart, of Vander- 
bilt, qualified by winning first in 21-3; 
P. W. Harmon, of Georgia, coming sec- 
ond, 

Owing to the error in the measurement 
of this distance Coach Curtis, of the Uni- 
versity of Texas, registered a protest at 
the end of this event. The judges decided 
to allow the three last men of the three 
heats to run again, the winner to qualify. 
L. Seale, of Auburn, won. This will con- 
sequently make seven entries for this 
event in the final today. 

Four men qualified in the preliminary 
220-yard hurdles, Dearing, of Georgia, 
coming first in the first heat in & 2-5; 
Hamilton, of Vanderbiit, first in the sec- 
ond heat in 28. Cox, of Texas, and An- 
derson, of Vanderbilt, were the other two 
men to qualify. 

The great meet proper will begin this 
afternoon at 2 o’clock at Piedmont Driy- 
ing park. The results this afternoon will 
determine the southern championship.

“According to the old rule, when the - 
ball was snapped back to the quarter- 
back still a third man had to toyeh it 
before the acvancing team made a move, 
but with the new rule it ts different. 
The center can snap the ball back te 
any’ man, and with that the team ig 
off. 

“This méans lightninglike rapidity in 
the game of the future, and will have 
the effect of producing a feeling of un- 
eertainty in the minds of the opposing 
eleven that can but add still greater in- 
terest to the great college game. - 

“Another and important change which 
the rule will bring about will be the 
kind of a man played at quarter. ‘Here- 
tofore the quarterback as a rule has 
been a smal! men of light weight, as 
Fis position demanded quickness and 
agility more.than strength. With the 
new rule.in force the quarter will be 
@ man of equal strength and sige of 
any man on the team, as he will be 
needed in the bucking and defensive 
work as much as a guard or halthack. 

“Coach Heisman is happy over the 
rule. He says with the ‘any’ man rule 
in force he will give us.a stronger team 
next year than ever before in thé his- 
tory of Clemson. He says the new rule 
will practically revolutionize the game.” 

Manager Sahiman, in speaking of the 
track meet, gaid he did not expect 
carry back to Clemson a lion’s share 
of the honors, as this was the first 
year his college had taken any live in- 
terest in track athletics. He brought 
only four men with him, including Cap- 
tain J. C. Wiley, J. B. Whitney, F. M 
Futrick and J. E. Killiam.
